The term “ ammunition” means an explosive of any of the foregoing classes when 
enclosed in any case or contrivance, or otherwise adapted or prepared so as to form a 
a ng charge for small arms, cannon, or any other weapon, or for blasting, or to form 
any or other fuze for blasting or for shells, or to form any tube for firing explosives, 
or to form a percussion cap, a detonator, a fog signal, a shell, a torpedo, a war rocket, or 
_ other contrivance other than a firework. 
The term “ percussion cap” does not include a detonator. ‘ 
. The term “ detonator” means a capsule or case which is of such strength and con- 
‘struction, and contains an explosive of the fulminate-explosive class, in such quantity 
__ that the explosion of one capsule or ease will communicate the explosion to other like 
~ capsules or cases, 

The term “safety fuze ” means a fuze for blasting which burns and does not explode, 

- sand which does not contain its own means of ignition, and which ie of such strength 
and construction and contains an explosive in such quantity that the burning of such fuze 
will not communicate laterally with other like fuzes. 

» The expression “ safety cartridges ’’ means cartridges for small arms of which the case 
can be extracted from the small arm efter firing, and which are so closed as to prevent any 
explosion in one cartridge being communicated to other cartridges.

mode of packing of the explosive proposed tu be conveyed, and his own name and 
and also the name and address of the proposed consignee, and unless he has had an inti- 
mation in writing from an authorized officer of the railway that such eonsignment will 
be received, 

IL.—No explosive which a Railway Administration shall, by any notice or regulation 
for the time being in force, notify that they will not receive, shall S brought, seut, or 
forwarded to, or upon, any Railway of the said Railway Administration. Ha 

I1L—Consignments of explosives shall be sent to the forwarding station, and shall 
be received by the Railway servants, ovly at such times between sunrise and sunset, as 
the Railway Administration may appoint; and every package containing any explosive 
proposed to be conyeyed on any railway shall, immediately on arrival at the station, be 
delivered to, and be received by the Railway servants authorised to receive dangerous 
goods, and by no other person whatsoever. :
